FATHER RETURNS. 


Saturday night, a son, Joseph, 14 
years old, returned from the beach, 
entered his home by the back door, 
found no one is the house and left.

OE FLIGHT 
UNCHECKED 


Allies Advance All 
Along Line. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.] 
ITH THE AMERICAN 
ARMY ON THE MARNE 
FRONT, July 28.—The Ger- 
man line is again north of the 
Oureq River and Fere-en-Tarde- 
nois, which has been entered by 
French troops, is at the mercy of 
the Allies. The tightening of the 
flanks holds promise that the re- 
treat will continue. 

The line along the greater 
part of the bottom of the Sois” 
sons-Rheims salient has been 
pushed forward in some places 
as much as five miles. 


The Germans are bringing into 
play their artillery in force to check 
the plunges of the Franco-American | 
troops. The Americans have played 
a brilliant part in the advance, 
which included the occupation of 
Sergy on the north bank of the riv- 
er, and a number of smal! villages, 

The line tonight follows the Oureq 
River to Sergy and to Goussan; court, 
the latter place lying about six miles 
north of the Marne. 

The Germans. offered bitter re- 
sistance, but not to compare with 
that which began late today for the 
retention of the higher ground fur- 
ther north of the river. There they 
supplemented their defense with ar- 
tillery fire, reaching over the Ameri- 
can front lines to the supports, thal 
volume of fire at times attaining} 
enormous proportions. 

Unwavering, the Americans held 
their ground and even advanced 
slightly, while the French on their 
sectors to the right and left resist- 
ed as steadily against the vicious 
efforts of the Germans. 

From behind the advancing lines 
the Allied heavy guns kept up a con- 
tinuous bomberdment throughout 
the day, shelling the German »osi- 
tions wherever the airmen reported 
troop concentrations. 

PREPARING STAND?

ITH THE AMERICAN ARMY, July 28.—One hears now much talk 

of a new German offensive. Many of these reports come from 

' German sources. One must admit that despite the losses inflicted 

on the Germans in checking their drive of July 15 and by the Allied drive 

the Kaiser at this time is able to launch another effort. It would be in 
accord with German plans as adopted last March. : 

Furthermore it would attract the attention of the German people 

from the recent reverses to the Crown Prince and even a momentary suc- 

cess might well bolster up the unhealthy German morale. 


From German sources come again reports of an attack to be made 
the English front. 


It is known that in the last three days reserves 
of Prince Rupprecht’s armies have been concentrating between Amiens 
and Ypres. The insertion of a new German army under Von Eben be- 
tween the army of Gen. Von Boehm and Gen. Von Hutier, besides strength- 
ening the*German hold on Soissons might strengthen Von Hutier’s front 
by leaving somewhat less for him to do. 

The German high command has not put its ultimate strength into the 
battle between Soissons and Rhetms. Before the hard-luck drive of the 
Crown Prince, starting July 15, it was estimated the Germans had sixty- 
five and seventy-five divisions in reserve. There remain perhaps twenty 
of these divisions, which have not yet been identified in the Soissons- 
Rheims battle, which, because of the flerce nature of the fighting, means 
they have not been there. 

The Germans would hope, of course, by a new drive to weaken the force 
of the Allies’ pressure on the Soissons-Rheims sector. In reckoning on 
German attack against the British one must recall that the Germans tried 
Champagne and failed, tried between Rheims and Soissons and failed, tried 
between Soissons and Montdidier and failed.

Wi July 28.—In- 


tense dissatisfaction has 

arisen in Congress, particu- 
larly in the Senate, over the new 
revenue legislation as thus far ten- 
tatively drafted by the House Ways 
and Means Committee. There is lit- 
tle talk that the rates fixed on in- 
comes and excess profits by the com- 
mittee‘ last week will stand. 

The measure undoubtedly wil] be 
subjected to the same treatment al- 
ways accorded the Ways and Means 
Committee revenue bills in the past; 
it will be ripped to pieces and com- 
pletely rewritten by the Senate. 

Both the radical and the conserv- 
ative elements of the Senate express 
strong disapproval of the taxes 
agreed upon by the Ways and Means 
Committee to date. They regard this 
latest product of the committee as a 
fit companion piece for last year's 
revenue bill, which Representative 
Claude Kitchin, chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee, asked 
the House to vote for “with its eyes 
shut.” 

The “sealth coscriptionists” as- 
sert that as the bill is now tenta- 
tively framed tre war profiteers will 
escape with an astonishingly small 
increase over last year's levies. 

On the other hand, the conserv- 
atives of the Senate were displeased 
with the evident determination of 
the committee, under Representa- 
tive Kitchin’s domination, to stick to 
the old excess profits scheme of taxa- 
tion, instead of adopting a Simon- 
pure War profits tax. ’ 

According to the daily bulletin 
furnished by Representative Kitchin 
of the Ways and Means Committee's 
activities, the increased levy upon 
excess profits will amount to only 
$290,000,000 more than the tota] ob- 
tained from that source under ex- 
isting law. The yield from the old 
rates was about $1,500,000,000. Un- 
der the new rates, it is estimated it 
will be about $1,690,000,000. The 
Ways and Means Committee ex- 
Plains that there will be a greatly 
reduced amount of war profiteering 
to tax during the present fiscal year, 
due to government price fixing. 

In the face of the cnseaniintate ex- 
planation, however, there is Presi- 
dent Wilson’s own statement in his 
revenue address to Congress to the 
effect that there _is “unquestioned 
profiteering,” and that there is an 
abundance of evidence in the Treas- 
ury Department. 

Further contradiction is seen in 
Federal Trade 
Commission, charging “inordinate 
greed” to certain kinds of business,

TANKS HARRY GERMANS. 


Cavalry and tanks in considerable 
numbers have succeeded in getting 
in among the retiring Germans, 
while airplanes are bombarding 
their columns. 

The incessant smashing blows left 
the enemy nothing to do but te re- 
Even their sudden re- 
tirement has not relieved the con- 
stant harrying. 

In addition to the slashing of cav- 
alry and the pounding of the tanks 
the lives of the German rear guards 
are being made precarious by infan- 
try- patrols, Ever since the com- 
meticement of the German retreat, 
tank crews have been up 
the enemy frent line and preparing 
the way for infantry. 

Some have captured positions and 
taken the crews, permitting the in- 
fantry to capture the weapons. 
Losses caused by the tanks have 
been terrible. 

The line where the German with- 
drawal has attained its greatest 
depth is northeast of Chateau 
Thierry. The depth from that point 
gradually becomes narrower until it 
is quite small on nearing the eastern 
pivot cn the front southwest of 
Rheims. 


GROUND SUITED FOR DEFENSE. 


Both here and around Soissons, 
the other pivot, the ground is suited 
for défense.

STAND ON OTTRCQ. 

The nature of the Germans with- 
@rawal yesterday indicates that the 
enemy does not contemplate a big 
@tand on the Ourca River. Behind 
that line is the Vesie River line, 
funning almost straight from Sols- 
Sons to Rheims, and it eeems to be 
an opinion worth entertaining that 


the Germans now realize they have 


to get back to that front. 

The “Franco-American line this 
morning runs tmmediately in front 
of the crescent extended from the 
bank of the Ourea through Brvuveres, 
through Villeneuve, through Cour- 
mont. through Passy Gricny, through 
Culsies and through Chaumuzy on 
the Ardre River.

clably nearer the high road 
which runs northeastward from: 
Dormans to Rheims. ‘ 
On the extreme wings of the 
gradually decreasing pocket-—— 
near Soissons and Rheims——the 
enemy, heavily reinforced, is 
holding tenaciously. realizing 
successes there would result in 
a gweneral crumbling of his plans

The crossing of the Ourcga, 
even if only by advanced ele- 
ments of the Allied forces, pres- 
ages a general crossing later on. 
The French official communica- 
tions thus far during the battle 
have been remarkably conserva- 
tive in their estimates of the 
gains that daily have been made, 
and it is indicated in unofficial 
dispatches that Allied troops are 
considerably in advance of the 
line as announced officially. 

Where the Germans are in re- 
treat, cavalry has been brought 
inte the fighting. Tanks and ma- 
chine guns are harrying the en- 
emy, whose losses are heavy 
Airplanes are fiving over the. re- 
treatine hordes dronpptng bombs. 
while the big Allied guns from 
the sides of the salient are keep- 
ing up their intensive firing 
from all angles into the densely 
congested area. I 

The retreat of the enemy has 
by no means become a rout, | 
and so long as the picked troops 
around Soissons and Rheims are 
able to keep well open the 
mouth of the bag through which 
the Germans aré falling back, 
it is expected that the greater 
portion of the armies of the 
Crown Prince will be successful — 
in reaching in order the line 
where it is intended for them 
to turn and make a stand. 

Just where they will stand Is 
problematical, as more than half 
the pocket has been captured.

FOR CITY AUTOS. 


Board of Public Works Plan 
‘ has it in View.

Cutting Out Joy Rides will 
Help Meet Expense. 


Council may be Asked to Take 
Necessary Step.

It is probable that the taking over 
by the Board of Public Works of 
the operation and maintenance of 
the municipal garage and machine 
shop at Avenue 18 and Pasadena 
avenue, and the care of a consider- 
able number of the city-owned au- 
tomobiles and motorcycles, may be 
followed by the establishment of a 
central garage in the downtown 


section of the city, wherein prac- 
tically all of the city-owned ma- 
chines may be cared for. 

City officials who have been car- 
rying on investigations declare that 
the elimination of “joy rides” in city 
Lmachines, the saving on tires, city- 
purchased gasoline and jJubricants, 
etc., would go far toward the main- 
tenance of the central garuge. The 
private use of municipal automobiles 
in some city departments hag vbe- 
come a scandal, is the declaration of 
persons who have been checking up 
on this subject. The Board of Pub- 
lic Works is determined that there 
shall be no private “joy rides” with 
machines that come under its con- 
trol, and it hopes eventually to have 
the keeping of all city autos that 
are not required to be kept at pri- 
vate places for emergency calls. 

Commissioner P. P. O'Brien said 
yesterday that while the Board of 
Public Works has taken over the 
city garage and shops, ther@ as 
been no increase in the number of 
autos placed in its care from other 
departments. The present garage 
can care for only part of the city- 
owned machines, but even that ca- 
pacity is not yet called upon. 

He believes that it would be a 
matter of economy for the city to 
establish a .central garage, large 
enough to care for practically all 
of the autos of the many city «e- 
partments, and to keep men at hand 
to take cars out on emergency calls, 
instead of using the methods. at 
prerent prevailing. 

“There would have to «she some 
exceptions, of course,”’—said Com- 
missioner O'Brien, “but we believe 
that the great bulk of these autos 
coukPti@ more economically cared 
for’at a central station, Bhd it sure- 
ly would eliminate the “private use 
of the machines. We are making a 
thorough investigation of the uuto- 
mobile situation from various angles, 
and later shall have an interesting 
report and recommendations to 
present.? 

It is possible that the City Coun- 
cil may be asked to provide for the 
central garage and adopt a resolu- 
tion requiring all departments to 
house their autos and motorcycles 
therein, except the few that may be 
required at outside locations . for 
emergency purposes.

Driving ahead with a force that the 
German legions appear wholly unable to 
withstand, the French and American troops 
yesterday cleared the south bank of the 
Oureg River of the Huns, carrying by assault 
the strongly held city of Fere-en-Tardenols. 
This position ig the most important that 


of their counter-offensive. With the fall of 
Fere-en-Tardenois the weakness of the Ger- 
man line south of the Aisne River is fully 
revealed. The German General. Staff will 
no longer be able to conceal from the 
civilian populations of Germany and Aus- | 
tria that a disaster hag befallen the Ger- 

man arms. When Fere-en-Tardenois was 

occupied by the Crown Prince in May a 

German communique announced that he 

had captured the key to the Marne Valley 

and one of the most important gateways to 

Paris. Positions of such importance are 

evacuated only in cases of necessity. Its 

capture means therefore a great deal more 

than the occupation &f additional territory; 

it means that the troops of the Crown 

Prince are so badly shaken by the sledge- 

hammer blows of the Allies that their 

commanders are not able to rally them for 

a successful defense. More than 600 square 

miles of occupied territory have been liber- 

ated in ten days. 

Fere-en-Tardenois was the most important 
supply depot held by the Germans south cf 
» the Aisle. The rapidity of the French and 

American advance made it impossible for 
the enemy to withdraw the bulk of his sup- 
Plies from that point, and large quantities 
fell into the hands of the Allies. It was at 
this point that the supplies were gathered 
for the offensive launched by the Crown 
Prince two weeks ago. The Allied line is 
now advanced eighteen miles north of 
Conde and twenty miles east of Troesnes; 
both of these villages were occupied by the 
Germans ten days ago. The motif of the 
Allied advance during the last three days 
is now becoming apparent. Foch is driv- 
ing in the western side of the German 
salient south of the Marne River while he is 
holding firmly the east side of the salient 
where the French and English occupy im- 
pregnable positions on the Rheims Plateau. 
It is not a case of bottling up but caving 
in. The French and American force on the 
west is acting as a battering ram that is” 
crumpling up the salient and making the 
extrication of the troops between the Vesle 
River’ and Ville-en-Tardenois hourly more 
.difieult. The German line is beginning to 
drift badly; a break at any point would 
result in an immediaie rout. ; 

Facing the history of the last four years, 
the sudden weakness developr? by the 
armies of the Crown Prince is not easy to 
explain. The high discipline of the Ger- 
man troops and the steadiness that they 
haye hitherto displayed uniler heavy 
pressure are in marked contrast with their 
present badly shaken defense. The solu- 
tion to this enigma is not to be found in 
new tactics of the Allies: for the present 
drive does not possess the power of num- 
bers that have marked at-least three other 
Allied-offensives. The American troops are 
a new factor; but it would be presumptu- 
Ous for us to assume that they possess su’ 
perior valor to the French regulars tha 
fought so furiously but so unhappily under 
Nivelle or greater steadiness than the Eng- 
lish veterans who reddened with the blood 
of heroes the tributaries of the Somme. 
The solution is to be found behind the cur- 
tain of smoke and flame that marks the 
German forward lines, In short—the Crown 
Prince is riding a jaded horse. The unex- 
pected streneth displayed by the Allies since 
the last German offensive was liaunched 
has revealed to the mass of the Germen 
Ytroops that the dream of a German con- 
quest is ended. They know that they gave 
the best that was in them, and that it was 
not enough. The morale of an army and 
of a nation dies quickly, once hope is dead. 

In the first days of the present Allied 
advance their generals moved forward cau- 
tiously, suspicieus of a German trap. Great 
cafe was exercised lest one point ‘of the 
line should get too far in advance and be 
caught in a German counter-offensive. But 
as the days followed, the German lunges 
were found to have lost their former force. 
Important bases have fallen that would only 
be surrendered under pressure and it hos 
become apparent that the German General — 
Staff is experiencing extreme difficulty in 
steadying the wavering Hun lines. ‘Allied 
strategists have been expecting the Ger- 
mans to Make a definite stand on the line 
of the Aisne and Vesle rivers: but the Al- 
‘lied troops have already occupied highlands 
*north and west of Fere-en-Tardenois that 
will enable Allfed artillery to enfilade a part 
of that line. Every day the German retire- 
ment now continues the German line be- 
comes more wobbly. While excessive opti- 
mism is always a menace the successes of 
tke Allied troops during the last ten days 

are bound to elve rise to the feeling that 
the advance on Berlin has really begun. 


EPUBLICS AND MILITARY DISCI. 
R PLINE. 

German tmuilitary writers have again 
and again told their readers that the sol- 
diers of republics are not and cannot be as 
well disciplined as those of a monarchy. 
While at a superficial glance it may seem 
as though this theory might -have some 
foundation, when history is carefully stud- 
ied, it fails to sustain the German conten- 
tion. 


The first thoroughly disciplined army the 
world knew, the army whose iron discipline 
is to this day studied by all military men, 
whose example is taken by them as a 
model—the first army that ever made last- 
ing conquests, the army that surpassed all 
predecessors and has equalled all its suc 
cessors in discipline—was a republican 
army, that of the republic of ancient Rome. 
The Roman legionaries. were the first sol 
diers in whom there appeared the love of 
discipline> of obedience to commanders 
simply because they were their command 
‘ers appointed by the sovereign people of 
Rome. Other armies had been either little 
more than armed mobs or they had obeyed 
their sovereigns and their generals through 
love or fear—love or fear depending chiefly 
upon the strength of the personality of the 
leader; the Roman soldier obeyed and fol- 
lowed his officer, whether he had any per- 
sonal love for him or not, simply because he 
was his officer and represented the author. 
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solely because he feared the power of the 1 
state—of the sovereign Roman people—be - 
hind him. 


While Rome remained a republic her 
power continued to spread, her armies re 
mained invincible. When the power grad- 
ually passed into autdcratic hands and the 
reptblic became an) empire Rome was 
strong only ag long as the army continued 
to be what it had been under the republic. 
Under the empire discipline died out, the 
army became a failure as a_ protection 
against outside attack and an instrument 
of domestic terror, a source of anarchy 
that led to the downfall of Roman power. 


For centuries after the fall of Rome there 
were no great republics, no gréat enduring 
nations, either democratic or autocratic. 
Monarchies rose and fell; a few were ex: 
tensive in territory; and a number of them 
eventually became the beginnings of mod.- 
ern European nations. They had armies, 
often made up in part of foreign mercena 
ries. Discipline was enforced by personal 
affection for leaders or through fear in- 
spired by their personality. In medieval, 
monarchical armies there was not the dis 
cipline of the armies of republican Rome. 


When the great monarchies of modern 
Europe replaced those of medieval times, in 
which was there the nearest approach to 
republican conditicns? There can be no 
denying that Great Britain was foremost: 
yet from Cromwell's time on there was no 
better disciplined army or navy than hers. 
Moreover, as democracy has advanced in 
Britain, discipline in the army and navy. 
has steadily gained, not lost; has increased, 
not declined. 


When first organized under republican [ 
auspices after the revolution the French 
armies were without needed discipline, but 
the defect was soon corrected, and under of. 
ficers, too, who had risen from the middle 
and lower strata of society. As to the 
army of republican France today there is 
none exceeding it in every essential of dis- 
cipline. It may be well that the French — 
soldier considers rank as a military neces 
sity instead of a mark of social superiority 
or of caste. In fact, in a real republic it 
could not be otherwise, but this does not 
interfere in the least with proper respect 
for officers or with the readiness of French 
officers to enforce their authority, or with 
the unquestioning obedience of the soldiers | 
to their authority.. With the Romans it 
was precisely the same. 

Coming now to our own country, is not 
our army properly disciplined? It unques- 
tionably is. With none of the brutal meth- 
ods resorted to in Germany, with many of 
the officers promoted from the ranks and 
most of the West Point graduates coming 
originally from the ordinary walks of life— 
Grant, the son of a tanner: Sheridan of 


obedience been better enforced than in the 
United Sates regulars, navy and marines. 
Among volunteers or newly-drafted men 
there must necessarily be some weak spots 
to be ironed out. Discipline must. be 
learned; but once enrolled and in uniform 
Americans learn it immediately. It takes 
only strong men at the helm supported by 
the nation to drill Americans so that in a 
few months their discipline can compare 
very favorably with. that of any army on 
earth. We have never had a real mutiny 
in our army. We can recall at this mo- 
ment but one disturbance which could by 
any stretch of the imagination be called 
such, and that was not aimed at army au. 
thority. We refer to the riot at Houston, 


cance. 
Furthermore, Canada and Australia are 
republics in everything but name, and their 
troops are as well disciplined as any par- 
ticipating in the present world struggle. 
None of the Latin-American republics that 
have broken with the Central Powers have 
yet been able to participate in land fight- 
ing, amd only Brazil has a navy and has 
been able to join in sea operations. Owing 
to peculiar political and racial conditions

Between 1900 and 1910 the number of 
farms in the United States increased but 16 
Per cent., and the acreage only 5 per ceni.;

IN MOONEY’S CASE. 


Misfortune of Dragging the Class 
Meht Into It—FEvery Chance 
Given to the Convicted Man. 


(FROM THE SAN FRANCISCO RB- 


CORDER, A NEWSPAPER PRINTED 
UNDER THE UNION LABEL. } 


TWo years ago, almost to a day, 
the people of San Francisco were 
frantic with excitement over the 
most dastardly outrage ever perpe- 
The country seemed to 
be on the verge of war with Mexico; 
it was entirely unprepared for such 
a conflict, either in training or in 
equipment. 

As a protest against this condition 
people all over the country arranged 
large public. demonstrations, called 


_ for want of a better term, Prepared. 


ness Parades. On Saturday, July 22, 
1916, San: Francisco had such a 
parade, in which thousands of sin 
cere, patriotic citizens took part and 
at which other thousands, men, 


-women and children, were onlook 


ers. 

Neither threats nor protests of 
pacifists and labor union strikers 
dissuaded the patriotic citizens of 
this city from their determination te 
hold the parade. On Saturday, July 
22, as the head of the parade passed 
Steuart and Market streets, a bomb 
was exploded, killing a number of 
.bystanders, men and women, and 
maiming several children. 

For this dastardly crime several 
persons were arrested by the police 
and two of them, Warren K. Billings 
and Thomas J. Mooney, have been 


convicted, Billings being sentenced | 


to life imprisonment and Mooney to 
be hanged. All of the rights and 
privileges guaranteed to these men 
by the law they were accorded. A 
jury in each case, after a careful 
trial, found them guilty. Billings 
was permitted to go to San Quentin, 
after the judgment in his case had 
been affirmed by the District Court 
of Appeal, without protest. 

In the case of Mooney every effort 
has been made, even to the extent 
of involving the nation in complica 
tions with the apology for a govern- 
ment that exists in Russia in order 
to secure at least a mitigation of 
sentence, The case wen&to the Su- 
preme Court and the judgment was 
affirmed, the court holding that he 
had been fairly tried, Subsequent 
proceedings based upon allegations 
of perjured testimony and newly 
discovered evidence were had, the 
Attorney-General of the State con 
senting to the granting of a new 
trial, but the Supreme Court found 
that all of the processes of the law 
had been properly observed and 
that it could not interfere with the 
verdict of the jury that had heard 
the evidence. 

It is pertinent to note that the 
witness whose testimony was critt- 
cised and attacked was acquitted by 
a jury after a trial upon a charge 
of perjury preferred against him by 
the District Attorney and prose- 
cuted by a Deputy Attorney-General. 

Labon, for some mysterious rea- 
son, undertook the defense of 
Mooney, much as it had undertaken 
the defense of those dastardly dyna- 
miters, the McNamaras. They. took 
the stand that as Mooney essayed 
to represent a certain faction of 
labor—the direct action element— 
his trial, conviction and sentence 
were a direct attack upon organized 
labor and the things that it stood 
for. 

The processes of law and order in 
this country will break down alto- 
gether and we will suffer from Bel- 
shevik domination if the sole ground 
of defense for persons charged with 
infamous crimes is to be that they 
are members of a vociferous mi 
nority. 

Mooney was tried upon the mer- 
its of the evidence against him and 
convicted. The people generally ap- 


proved his conviction as a vindica- 


tion of the law and a proper dispen 
sation of justice. By his conviction 
and that of Billings the Prepared- 
ness Day murders were in a meas- 
ure atoned, although there was no 
way possible to restore to life the 
innocent victims of direct action 
hatred of law, order and discipline. 

It is unfortunate that no case in- 
volving a man prominent in labor 
circles can come into the courts and 
be tried without the class element 
being dragged in...Labor and its 
principles are not Gn trial in such 
cases, Mooney was not convicted of 
being affiliated with organized or 
unorganized labor, but of being a 
principal in the bomb outrages that 
contravened the purposes of the 
people and sent innocent spectators 
to their death without warning. That 
is the bald situation. Labor cannot 
expect to receive justice with one 
hand and withhold it with the other. 


| The law is for all. It is just as pos | 


‘gpeen 


sible for a labor representative to 
be a criminal as it is for a capitalist. 
Labor should, therefore, not en- 
deavor to thwart the ends of justice 
whenever one of their number vio- 
lates the law of the land. Such ac- 
tions do nu, strengthen it with the 
balance of tne people.

ON THE “WAR PIG.”

A war pig is a small animal with 
abnormally developed lungs and 
ribs—above all, he is a sacredly per- 
sonal possession, like one’s tooth- 
brush.

The product is made into armor 
plates, ‘ projectiles, steel tvols, etc. 
it is.used in the manufacture of fila- 
ments for electric light bulbs. A}- 
though millions of bulbs are made 
every year, the amount of tungsten 
used in this way is very small, ow- 
ing to the fineness of the filaments. 
It is used in place of platinum for

When the two policemen entered 
the house McDowell was sitting on 
the edge of the parlor table. In his 
right hip pocket Was a large navy 
revolver. Officer Box approached 
the man and started to search him. 
McDowell drew his revolver and at 
the same time Officer Box drew his 
gun and Officer Nelms jumped for- 
ward to grapple with the suspect. 

Just before Officer Box pulled the 
trigger of his revolver he saw that 
McDowell's gun was an old model 
single-action revolver, Then Officer 
Nelms reached the man and placed 
his hand over the hammer of the 
gun so that McDowell could not cock 
it. McDowell] then fought to cock 
his weapon and two rooms of the 
house were virtually wrecked before 
he could be disarmed. 


ENCOURAGE STUDENTS. 


War Department Wants High School 
Graduates to Continue Their 
Education, 


That it is the definite policy of 
the War Department to encourage 
students under draft age graduating 
from high schools to enter colleges 
and technical schools is indicated by 
correspondence recently received at 
Throop College from Arthur H. 
Fleming, president of the Throop 
board of trustees, who is now serv- 
ing as chief of thé State councils 
section of the Council of Né&tional 
Defense in Washington. 

A letter of the Secretary of War 
issued May $8 announced provision 
for military instruction in all col- 
leges, together with an arrangement 
for the enlistment of students in such 
colleges over the age of 18 and giv- 
ing them a definite military status, 
The concern of the War Department 
less the attendance at the colleges 
be depleted is indicated In the fol- 
lowing significant paragraph in 
‘Secretary's letter of May 8: 

“This new policy aimg to accom- 
plish a two-fold object, first, to de- 
velop as a great military asset the 
large body of young men in the 
colleges, and, second, to prevent un- 
necessary and wasteful depletion of 
the colleges through indiscriminate
